In the muddle over a long-due reduction of
alectrio Hghting rates, Omaha Is holst by it
own petard, As The Bee first polnted out, and
as Is now again pointed out by our contempor-
ary, the World-Herald, all the ¢ity had done |s
to buy a law suit, while the patrons of the light-
ing company contintie to pay for current at the
old rates, which even the company admits are
oxcensive,

Looking backward we ean see clearly just
how this sltuation was stupidly brought about,
The Dablman ordinance, which would have given
ur a substantin) reduction, and whieh the alec-
tric lighting company publicly announced Its
roadiness to ncoept, was withdrawn because
of the outery of a few paople whb oblecied to
the straight meter-messurement scale, and the
no-called Butler ordinance was substituted with
the result that the company denounced it as eon-
fiscatory and appenled for protection to the
courts, which have hung the enforcement up In-
definitely.

At the time these ordinances were pending,
The Bee advised the council to tnke the reduc-
tlon which the company offered, and them to
fight for a further cut {f more conoesslons were
thought to be obiainable. [t iy a fallure to mot
on this adviee for which the electrie consum.
ers ire now paylng mso dearly. But the sugges
tion also indicates one way out, for it s not too
late for the council to retrace itg steps and pro-
cead on the right track. Let it now resurrect
and adopt the Dahlmapn ordinance, and secure
for Omaha the rate reductiona which the som-
pany I willing to concede without a contest,
After the new schedule is actually operative,
the council ean, if it wishes, re-anact the Batler
ordinance and buy the law sult agaln if it wants
to without mmaking it so expepsive to Omaha
electrie light consumers, and without in the
least jeopardizing the olty’s chance of winniug
rln the courts, .

If the ihermometer Is 7 degrees or
higher wipe him all over with a damp
monge. Use vinegar water if possible.
Do not turn the hose on him.

& Baturday night give ‘a bran mash,
lukewarm; and add o tablaapoontul of
saltpetre, : -

7. Do not use & horse Lat, unleds it i
& canopy-tap. The ordinary bell-shaped
hat does more harm Lhan good.

8 A sponge on top of the head or sven
e cloth ts good If kept wetl, If dry it fa
worse than nothing.

0 If the hores is oversome by heat, get
him inta the shade, remove harmess and
bridle, wash out his mouth, sponge him
all over, shower his legs and give him
two ounces of aromatic spirits of am-
monis or two ounces of sweet spirits of
niter, In a pint of water; or glve him a
pint of coffes warm. Coal hie head st
onoe, using cold waler, or, If necessury,
ehopped los, wrapped in & oloth. "

0. 1f the horse In off his feed, try him
with two gquarts of oats mixed with bran
and o little water and add o little salt
or sugar. Or give him oatmeal gruel or
barley water to drink.

11. Watch your horse. If he stops aweal.
ing suddenly, or If he breathas short and
quiak, or If his ears droop, or If he
stands with his legs braced sideways,
he fa in danger of & heat or sunstroke
and needs attention at onece.

12 If 1t in so hot that the horse aweala
in the stable at night, tie him outside,
wilh bedding under him. Upless he cools
off during the night he cannot well stand
the next day's heat
